SECOND AMENDMENT REPEAL IS SOUGHT 
The U. S. Constitution provides the means for 
change whenever one is needed. At the same 
time, this great document is specific and firm 
regarding areas that should not be changed. 


It is fitting that the first ten amendments to 
the Constitution are called the Bill of Rights, 
because they spell out in clear language the 
rights that we as a free people hold to be basic 
and fundamental to our liberty. 
The wording of the Second Amendment could 
not be clearer: “ . . .the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be infringed.” 
Within hours after the slaying of our late 
President, a certain self-seeking element moved 
in swiftly. Its objective was to make political 
capital out of one of the great tragedies of 
our time. 
Some of the tactics are by now familiar to 
many of us, others are not so well known. 
While the nation was still in its first state of 
shock, much damage was done by charges 
based upon emotional appeal and hasty judg­ 
ment. Although charges were false, much of 
the damage that was done in just a few days 
will take months to correct. 
An example was the Voice of America report 
that flashed to countries behind the Iron Curtain 
when only the flimsiest of information was known. 
The Voice referred to the locale of the tragedy 
as one of “well-known Right-Wing extremism.” 
Bear in mind that the Voice of America has 
as its stated purpose the portrayal of the truth, 
as well as the “ image,” of this country. The 
implication was as plain as it was hasty. The 
reference to Dallas was grist for the mills 
of communist propaganda; the communists could 
have hoped for nothing more suitable to their 
purpose. 
A protest was made, and under pressure from 
those who insisted upon the truth, the VOA 
broadcasts began to omit the statement in later 
programs. The VOA pointed out that the refer­ 
ence was omitted 11 minutes after it was first 
made, but in that eleven minutes, the damage 
was done. 
There was another example of extreme damage 
done after the tragedy. 
This occurred when it was suggested that, 
since the President was slain with gunfire, the 
Second Amendment of the Constitution which 
guarantees the right of the people to bear arms 
be repealed. Again, it was mentioned only briefly, 
injected here and there in the comments of 
the newscasters, but it does not take long to 
plant a seed. It may seem harmless, and to some, 
even reasonable. But the meaning of it goes 
dangerously beyond the suggestion. 
Shortly before the German invasion of France, 
there was a successful move to require every 
citizen to register personal firearms with the 
authorities. 
When the German Army over­ 
whelmed France, the Gestapo took the registra­ 
tion lists and confiscated all personal weapons. 
The right to keep arms touches many segments 
of our national life. Sportsmen and hunters would 
be deprived of the liberty to engage in their 
chosen pastimes or avocations. Certain sports 
organizations have gone on record as opposing 
any denial of the constitutional right to keep 
arms. 
The basic reason a citizen keeps a gun is to pro­ 
tect his family and his property against crime and 
violence. This protection has been denied in 
every fascist and communist country through 
disarmament—through the same plan which a 
certain self-seeking element is now pushing in 
this country. To take away a man’s freedom 
to protect anddefendhis life, family and property 
would substantially reduce his personal liberty.

NEW YORK (AP) —One of 
the unsolved problems of the 
“Great Society** is what to do 
about suburbanites. 
At present they don’t quite fit 
into either the government's 
antipoverty or foreign aid pro* 
grams, but certainly something 
needs to be done to help them. 
Life is getting too tough for 
them out there on the fcrthest 
rim of civilization. 
They fled to the suburbs origi­ 
nally to escape the poisoned air 
and crowded clutter of the 
cities. They thought they would 
find health of body and peace of 
mind away from the human 
herd. 
But it hasn't worked out that 
way. Show me a suburbanite 
and 1*11 show you an ambulant 
neurosis, a man overwhelmed 
by an environment beyond his 
ability to cope with. 
Let us consider Ronald Halfa­ 
cre, a typical suburbanite. He is 
a horizontal yo-yo who rides a 
train five mornings a week to 
his job in the city, and rides 
home five evenings a week to a 
mortgage-covered cottage in the 
suburbs that looks like it had 
been cut out of cardboard by a 
child with a rusty pair of scis­ 
sors. 
Ronald is 35 and looks 50. His 
thinning hair is whitening fast, 
his eyes are feverish, his fc.ce 
twitches, and he smokes four 
packs of cigarettes a day. 
What has made Ronald old 
before his time are those long 
weekends in the suburbs. TTiey 
are simply more than human 
flesh can bear. 
A suburban weekend is an 
adventure in frenzy, a mixture 


between a Roman orgy and a 
basic training course with the 
U£. Marines. If you have the 
idea that suburbanites spend 
their weekends listening to the 
birds, forget it. All they hear is 
the bats in their belfry. 
Ronald never stops going 
from the time he steps off his 
train Friday night until his wea­ 
ry wife shovels his limp frame 
aboard the 8:12 express Monday 
morning. 
What does he do? Ronald par­ 
ties until nearly dawn, then gets 
up and paints and scrapes walls 
and plants beans and fights 
crab 
grass 
and asphyxiates 
himself burning hot dogs in a 
backyard pit and parties some 
more and stays up until dawn 
again and drives the kids to the 
beach and parties at the Coun­ 
try dub and parties at the 
neighbors; paints the crab grass 
and fights the walls, and parties 
some 
more, 
and 
yackety- 
yackety-yaks, 
and before he 
knows it, Monday dawn is shin­ 
ing and he is lying there in bed 
sweating and silently scream­ 
ing. 
Multiply his problem 30 mil­ 
lion times and you can see why 
this is a problem that requires 
government action. Only the 
government is big enough to 
deal with it. But unless it does 
something, 
American subur­ 
banites probably will go the way 
of the dodo and the dinosaur. 
Ronald’s worst fear is that his 
office may go on a four-day 
work week. That means he*d 
have to fcce a three-day week­ 
end in the suburbs, and he 
knows that would be the death 
of him.

The 
studies have made their slow 
parade from bookstore, maga­ 
zine rack, television set into the 
home of the "interested" and 
the essentially involved Amer­ 
ican to be catalogued and quoted 
along with the casualty figures 
of Vietnam or the expenditures 
to make war on poverty. “ The 
Schoolchildren" does not belong 
in this catalogue though it may 
suffer the same fate.

attack by two women, teachers 
in the New York public school 
system working in East Harlem 
and Harlem, on the monumental 
failures and the ridiculous as­ 
sumptions of a white middle 
class system of education which 
has not seen and will not see 
what is before it.

The failure, the 
blindness, the terror are here 
stripped bare of the coldness 
of statistics. This book con­ 
veys not the measure but the 
sound of our failures. For those 
who have not walked through 
Harlem or Watts or Hough — 
this is what it sounds like — 
somebody should listen.

Mob Moving In on Unions 
Amid Gunfire and Looting. 
Washington, D. C.: •• Many a 
labor leader did not laugh when 
he sat down to thumb through 
the book of resolutions passed 
at the recent national 
labor 
convention. 
On Page 73, the book says, 
“General extortion is not an 
effective method of organizing 
today.” The word should have 
been “exhortation.” 
Newsmen 
live with typo­ 
graphical errors. Labor lead­ 
ers don’t. Not these days any­ 
way. 
And they did not think 
it 
funny. It was rather 
grim. 
They know 
the mob is doing 
business now as usual. 
At least three union chiefs 
have been shot down in the past 
few months. Two are dead. Bul­ 
lets have been pumped into the 
homes of others. 
In labor circles threats are 
as common as $50 banquet tick­ 
ets. Two tough ex-convicts are 
trying to muscle their way back 
into St.Louis construction trade 
unions. 
An investigatory grand jury 
now sitting hush-hush in New 
Jersey has run into what it be­ 
lieves to be evidence of garden 
variety shop stewards with a 
“take” of some $70,000 annual­ 
ly. 
Another grand jury has ques­ 
tioned a very tough labor lead­ 
er in Chicago over his alleged 
sale of a prize fighter. 
Still another 
union officer 
brought into the Chicago probe 
is a friend of Sam Giancana, 
usually referred to by witnesses 
before Congressional commit­ 
tees as the boss of the 19 men 
who rule Chicago’s crime syndi­ 
cate. 
Reports on the mob read like 
paper-covered books on 
the 
Chicago of the early thirties 
when A1 Capone was running 
gaudy banquets and gargantuan 
funerals. 
Small wonder there are shots 
being heard around the labor 
world — in New York, northern 
New Jersey, Cleveland, Chi­ 
cago, Las Vegas and San Fran­ 
cisco. Labor’s national lead­ 
ers more and more have be­ 
come 
absorbed with 
the 
enormity of administering a 
national and international move­ 
ment amid the tensions of new 
war years. 
Suddenly, the echoing fusil- 
ades have awakened them to a 
mighty grim realization: The 
record shows that there are — 
as if dictated by some immut­ 
able, natural law — sweeping 
Congressional crime investiga­ 
tions about every five years. 
By this gauge a new probe is 
about due. 
No one really knows how they 


start. But they do. And this 
time the labor men, unless they 
move swiftly to police them­ 
selves again, will have 
still 
other headaches. 
Reports 
from 
the 
Labor 
Dept.'s Office of Labor-Man- 
agement and Welfare Pension 
Reports disclose that money 
totaling in the millions is being 
embezzled or misused by hun­ 
dreds of local union officials. 
This phenomenon is virtually 
unobserved by the public since 
the amounts are small. But they 
add up. 
The stolen money is grab- 
bagged in sums ranging from 
five hundred to ten thousand 
dollars. Most of the mulcted 
money comes from unions rare­ 
ly identified with chiseling or 
mob activity. 
Thus, the reports disclose 
that a Boston bakery and confec­ 
tionery workers' local 
was 
clipped for $5,104.70; an Il­ 
linois barbers’ local and 
its 
state council were taken for 
$6,272.15; an electrical work­ 
ers’ unit in Cleveland, 
was 
robbed of $1,023.22; and a flint 
glass workers' local in W. Va. 
lost money, too. 
There 
are scores of such 
cases «« and others involving ■ 
officials of unions which have 
been there before •• such 
as 
Alex Di Brizzi, a Staten Island 
longshoreman who was recent­ 
ly indicted on charges of em­ 
bezzling $3,000 of his union’s 
funds. 
But the saddest case of all is 
that of a former secretary- 
treasurer of Lodge No. 705, 
Maintenance 
of 
Way Em­ 
ployees’ Union in New Jer­ 
sey. 
He got a suspended sentence 
on a conviction for embezzling 
$3,609. He dipped into 
the 
treasury because he had been 
dipping into a bottle too much. 
The judge put him on proba- « 
tion for five years — on con­ 
dition that he join Alcoholics 
Anonymous and make restitu- 
.tion. 
But the most discouraging 
commentary of all 
on 
the 
thievery is the nonchalance of 
the rank and file. Under the 
Landrum - Griffin 
Act, 
the 
members of 53,000 local, state 
and national labor organiza­ 
tions can 
examine the books 
of their organizations. 
Yet, only 21,500 members 
bothered to pay a few pennies 
for copies of these records 
which the Labor Dept, will glad­ 
ly dispatch. This shows that 
less than an average of one 
member in two unions was suf­ 
ficiently interested to write a 
letter. 
If they are not Interested, the 
public will be. And rightfully 
so. 


WASHINGTON 
- Congress­ 
men can have a wonderful time 
junketing 
abroad, 
but 
the 
chickens that hatch on 
those 
junkets sometimes come home 
to roost. 
Rep. Mike Feighan, the mer­ 
curial Democrat from Cleve­ 
land, is now finding this out. 
He has been frantically button­ 
holing congressional colleagues 
asking them to sign an affidavit 
that he did not call the late 
President Kennedy a “Nigger 
lover” or describe Presidents 
Kennedy, 
Roosevelt 
and 
Truman as “pro-Communist.” 
What Congressman Feighan is 
worried about is the fact that he 
faces very touch primary op­ 
position from another Demo­ 
crat, Michael Sweeney, a live- 
wire Ohio legislator, and that 
the chickens hatched on an im­ 
migration 
junket to Geneva, 
Switzerland, have come home 
to roost. 
Feighan had a wonderful time 
on this trip at the taxpayers' 
expense. This column, report­ 
ing on it, said Feighan had 
taken his son with him, let him 
sit in on one meeting supposed 
to be confined to U. S. officials 
only; that he spent more time 
sightseeing 
than at official 
meetings; he took one sight­ 
seeing tour to Mont Blanc in 
a limousine supplied by U. S.

FEIGHAN STORMS 
“ He became so intemperate 
and so full of vulgarisms,”

Vaudeville 
show 
and telling 
stories in voices that drowned 
out Feighan’s diatribe.” 
Life Magazine also carried 
an account of Feighan’s behav­ 
ior. Chief difference between 
the Life account and that of 
this column was that Life re­ 
ported Feighan as calling Ken­ 
nedy a “Nigger lover.” 
Recently Feighan approached 
Rep. Pete Rodino, Democrat, of 
Newark, N. J., ^nd Rep. Arch 
Moore, Republican, ofSheeling, 
W. Va., asking them to sign 
an affidavit that the above events 
did not happen in Geneva. Both 
refused. 
“How can I sign an affidavit 
like that,” Rodino told friends, 
“when I was there and heard 


him make these statements?” 
Note: There's a good reason 
why Feighan wants to deny his 
anti-Negro behavior in Gene­ 
va. He has discovered there* 
are about 125,000Negroes in his 
new district. He can’t deny, 
however, that he opposed civil 
rights. It’s in the congressional 
record. 
UJS. WINE IN PARIS? 
The idea of a Frenchman 
sipping California Red Wine on 
the Champs Elysees in Paris 
may seem impossible today, yet 
it may happen tomorrow. 
Thanks 
to President John­ 
son's program to improve our 
balance of payments by pushing 
exports and to his use of Amer­ 
ican wines at the White House, 
California wines are now 
in­ 
vading both France and Switzer­ 
land. A large French grocery 
chain, Prisunic, is planning to 
sell three brands of California 
wines next year as part of the 
California sales festival. 
Thirty years ago the Ameri­ 
can 
wine industry struggled 
to its feet after prohibition 
knocked it out. But today more 
foreign students are coming 
here to learn grape-growing and 
wine - making 
at California 
schools than the wine-growing 
industry of France wouldliketo 
admit. 
President Johnson’s policy of 
using only American wines at 
White House dinners has some­ 
thing to do with publicizing all 
this. 
WHITE HOUSE LOBBYIST 
Crusty Rep. Wayne Aspinall 
of Colorado let out a coyote 
yowl the other day complaining 
that 
the 
votes of anti-ad­ 
ministration congressmen were 
being leaked toL BJ's lobbyists, 
who then proceeded to pressure 
straying Democrats back into 
the Johnson flock. 
Aspinall didn’t name him pub­ 
licly, but he was directing his 
fire in part against the new 
Postmaster General, 
Larry 
O’Brien, who long served as 
Kennedy’s and Johnson’s No. 1 
lobbyist on Capitol Rill. Larry 
is still spending about half his 
time not on the mail but 
on 
herding 
dissident Democrats 
into line. 
There is nothing new about 
this. Big Jim Farley, one of 
the more famous postmasters 
general, also spent a large part 
of his time on Capitol Hill. This 
was one reason FDR’s legisla­ 
tive program passed congress. 
One of O'Brien's most note­ 
worthy achievements was in re­ 
versing the previous adverse 
vote against 
rent subsidies. 
Last year LBJ lost his attempt 
to put 
across 
government 
subsidies to help slum area poor 
people pay their rents. Many 
congressmen consider this so­ 
cialistic. 
However, 
thanks to Larry 
O'Brien's 
persuasive Irish 
charm plus his agility in but­ 
tonholing congressmen, about 
50 votes switched to pass this 
provision this year. 
Note: Rep. Aspinall, 
who 
started as a breath of fresh 
air from the Colorado Rockies, 
has now settled down to be a 
plodding, methodical defender 
of certain big lobbies. He’s 
leaned 
toward the oil com­ 
panies regarding 
Shale Oil, 
and will not budge regarding 
accelerated hearings to pre- 


serve the California redwood 
trees before the lumber com­ 
panies make new inroads on 
California’s stately forests. 
As you well know, sometimes 
it takes a considerable period 
for a newspaper story to be 
vindicated. You 
will be in­ 
terested 
therefore 
in some 
recent 
developments 
which 
bear out important charges car­ 
ried in the Washington Merry- 
Go-Round. 
ON DECEMBER 11, 1965 - 
Jack Anderson carried a 
re­ 
vealing follow up on the Yar­ 
mouth Castle disaster, 
in 
which he reported that a great 
many vessels were fciling to 
conform to the 
coast guard 
minimum safety standards. He 
listed some of these foreign 
vessels, including the Viking 
Princess which sailed under 
the Norwegian flag. 
Few 
recent columns have 
evoked so much reader pro­ 
test as this one. And Drew 
Pearson’s office has been busy 
answering 
mail 
ever since. 
However, 
last 
week, unfor­ 
tunately the Viking Princess 
caught fire, two passengers died 
and the ship itslef was an al­ 
most total wreck. 
ON JUNE 
14, 1950 - Pear- 
son exposed the wiretapping of 
Washington 
Police 
Lt. Joe 
Shimon, who was hired by Sen. 
Owen Brewster of Maine and 
those spying on Howard Hughes 
and Trans World Airlines on 
behalf of Par American Air­ 
ways. Shimon was whitewashed 
by a police board and later pro­ 
moted. But 
on December 1, 
1962, Pearson brought his con­ 
tinued activities to light and 
Shimon was indicated for aW 
tempting to induce perjury on 
the part of another witness. 
This week Shimon pleaded 
guilty to using an electronic 
bugging 
device in the May­ 
flower Hotel suite of Malcolm 
T. Dungan, a San Francisco 
lawyer, from March 31 through 
April 2, T962. 
ON OCT.16,1953-TheWash­ 
ington Merry-Go-Round exposed 
the terms of a contract between 
the government and the Hanna 
Nickel Company signed 
by 
George Humphrey’s son Gilbert 
only four days before his fath­ 
er 
entered 
Eiswnhower’s 
cabinet. The contract was for 
the mining of nickel in Oregon 
and provided that the federal 
government would loan the Han­ 
na company $25 million to build 
a plant and then would buy 125 
million pounds of nickel for 
20 cents a pound, which meant 
a profit of around $19 million. 
The 
government also paid 
Humphrey’s company 
an an­ 
ual $100,000 to operate 
the 
plant, plus various other bene­ 
fits. 
The senate did not get around 
to unearthing these facts until 
August 1962, nine years later, 
and the government did not sue 
to collect overcharges until 
Nov. 8, 1963. This week the 
Hanna Mining Company scandal 
was finally settled with a pay­ 
ment of $241,798, bringing toa 
total of more than $500,000 the 
amount paid for overcharges un­ 
der this contract. 
We believe you will agree that 
this is the type of fcctual, pin­ 
point reporting that does a great 
service to journalism and the 
public.

He cars not for wet games, tough decisions, 
screaming coaches and irate fans. 
An official is a wonderful creature. You can 
criticize him but you can’t intimidate him. You 
can question his judgment but not his honesty. 
He is the symbol of fair play, integrity and 
sportsmanship. He is a hard-working, alert, 
determined individual who is making a great 
contribution to the American way of life through 
athletics—Peter Billick, Rochester, New York.

The majority overturned the 
minister's 
conviction

breach of the peace on the 
ground that there was a “ com­ 
plete absence of evidence" that 
the conduct might have resulted 
in such a breach, although ac­ 
cording to the testimony the

quoted, 
the loud 
demonstration by Negroes in 
front of white onlookers, and 
the exhortation of them to en­ 
gage in “ sit-in" tactics, was 
making these onlookers angry. 
The conviction for obstructing 
a public passage caused the 
Court more difficulty. Mr. Ju s­ 
tice Goldberg had to admit that 
the Constitution does not give 
anyone 
the 
right to 
hold a 
demonstration at any place and 
at any time. He noted: “ Nor 
could one, contrary to traffic 
regulations, insist upon a street 
meeting in the middle of Times 
Square at the rush hour as a 
form of freedom of speech or 
assem bly." But he ruled that 
the Louisiana statute was in­ 
valid because the police had 
discretion to give permits for 
public parades and demonstra­ 


tions. To this Justices White 
and Harlan replied: 
“ Under 
the Court's 
broad, 
rather uncritical approach it 
would seem unavoidable that 
these 
same 
demonstrations 
could have met in the middle 
of any street during the rush 
hour 
or could have extended 
their meeting at any location 
hour after hour, day after day, 
without risking any action under 
this statute for interfering with 
the normal use of the streets 
and sidewalks. I doubt that this 
bizarre 
intrusion into 
local 
management of public streets 
is either required or justified 
by the prior 
cases in this 
Court." 
Furthermore, even if the ob­ 
struction 
statute, 
because of 
prior permission granted to 
others, could not be applied in 
this case so as to prevent the 
demonstration, 
it does not 
necessarily follow that the Fed­ 
eral license to use the streets 
is unlimited as to time and 
circumstance. 
Two thousand 
people took possession of the 
sidewalk in an entire city block. 
Building 
entrances 
were 
blocked and normal use of the 


sidewalk was impossible. If the 
crowd was entitled to obstruct 
in order to demonstrate as the 
Court holds, it is nevertheless 
unnecessary to hold that the 
demonstration and the obstruc­ 
tion could continue ad infinitum. 
Here the demonstration was 
permitted to proceed for the 
period of time that the demon­ 
strators had requested. When 
they were asked to disband, Cox 
twice refused. If he could re­ 
fuse at this point I think he 
could refuse at any later time 
as well.

And som etim es, in sheer fru s­ 
tration it seem s, ne gets away 
from the center of something 
that plagues him but that can't 
be solved right away. 
E arlie r this year, when his 
Viet 
Nam policy was being 
heavily criticized in the Senate 
but 
he 
had no intention of 
changing it, he abruptly flew to 
Honolulu for a conference with 
South 
Viet 
Nam 's 
P rem ier 
Nguyen Cao Ky. 
Ky's enem ies later accused 
him of being a lackey for run­ 
ning off to Hawaii to meet John­ 
son. 
And now when the Buddhists 
w ere in the midst of trying to 
topple 
Ky's 
m ilitary govern­ 
ment, and the Am erican gov­ 
ernm ent seem ed in a box about 
doing anything to stop it, John­ 
son flew off to his Texas ranch. 


Then, after a few days there, 
he made a 24-hour trip to Mexi­ 
co, although all this seem edlike 
a good tim e for him to stay 
close to the White House since 
so much was at stake for the 
United States in Viet Nam. 
He could give a sim ple an­ 
sw er to this, of course. He was 
in just as close contact with the 
State Departm ent and Pentagon 
on his ranch as he would have 
been at the White House. Possi­ 
bly. 
N evertheless, while some 
of 
his actions — like the sudden 
trip to Honolulu — have been 
criticized as impulsive, 
his 
c ritic s 
would have more dif­ 
ficulty putting the impulsive

on his decisions, like 
ordering the bombing of North 
Viet Nam resum ed after a long 
pause while peace efforts were 
made. 
But one of the most stinging 
criticism s of this failure to have 
m ore form al news conferences 
cam e recently from the C hris­ 
tian Science M onitor's Washing­ 
ton correspondent, Richard L . 
Strout, who w rites with the vi­ 
tality and joy of 22. 
Strout, one of the most de­ 
lightful w riters writing out of 
the capital, pointed out that, 
while Kennedy held news con­ 
ferences about once every two 
weeks, Johnson has had only 
one form al conference 
this 
y ear. 
Instead of facing 300 or so re­ 
p o rters loaded with all kinds of 
questions, Johnson prefers sud­ 
den 
sessions with the sm all 
group of newsmen who cover 
him 
regularly at the White 
House or individual newsmen 
perm itted to talk with him pri­ 
vately. 
Strout takes a dim view of 
this 
presidential 
method of 
giving the public news.

HELSINKI, Finland AP —For­ 
eign visitors often admire Fin­ 
land's modern airports, but few 
realize that many of them were 
built by drunken motorists. 
In the gangs working on air­ 
ports and on other projects, 
you'll find members of Par­ 
liament, doctors, teachers and 
businessmen digging alongside 
unskilled laborers. 
Finnish authorities nab about 
6,000 drunken drivers a year. 
For the past 10 years they hav* 
been sentencing them to from 
three months to two years in 
work colonies. 
About 80 per cent of these 
work gangs are alcoholic auto- 
lsts. The rest are regular con­ 
victs. 
Inmates of the work colonies 
lead a spartan life, rising at 
6 a.m., working a full day and 
turning In at 10:30 p.m. They live 
in army-type 
barracks with 
iters of bunks, a big wooden 
table in the center of the room 
and no other furniture. 
Visitors are limited to three 
hours each Sunday. In special 
cases, a relative may see a 
prisoner for 10 minutes on a 
week day. 
Prisoners are paid 60 cents an 
hour for their work but most of 
this goes for such items as 
meals at 50 cents each and work 
clothes which they must buy or 
rent. The government also de­ 
ducts about 25 per cent of the 
prisoners' wages in taxes. V 
an inmate is single, he must 
save 1C to 20 per cent of his 
earnings. If he had a family, 
up to 50 per cent of his pay 
is deducted for family support. 
The biggest work camp of this 
type is located next to Helsinki 
Airport on the outskirts of the 
capital. Inmates of this camp 
built the airport about 15 years 
ago in time for the 1952 Olym­ 
pics which were held in Finland. 


Business leaders caught driv­ 
ing under the influence of alco­ 
hol are usually sent to this 
camp. There is a standing Joke 
in financial circles about an 
executive going away on a three- 
month business trip. 
"You can pick him up at Hel­ 
sinki Airport when he returns," 
a colleague will say with a wink. 
Confinement in one of the work 
ramps for drunken driving does 
aot carry the stigma associated 
with a regular prison sentence 
for some crime. Many inmates 
develop a camaraderie; after 
they get out there are re­ 
unions to recall experiences, 
much in the manner of army 
veterans. 


In the Soviet Union the 
circus is one of the most 
popular forms of entertain­ 
ment.

TACKLING THE 
GARBAGE GAP

NEW YORK—(NEA>— As if the American 
housewife didn't have enough worries, there 
now looms another problem to test her 
household management skills — a growing 
garbage pile. 
Don't rush out and buy another garbage 
can immediately, but it could become a 
necessity should the ‘ garbage gap” come to 
the kitchen. 
It will be in the form of disposable boxes, 
throw away b o t t l e s , and fancy packaged 
cartons containing convenience foods — all 
atop your normal daily trash discard of tin 
cans, p o t a t o p e e l s , meat scraps, coffee 
grounds, and the like. 
The garbage gap stems from the nation's 
growing population and growing prosperity. 
Twenty years ago, the average American 
discarded about two pounds of refuse daily, 
according the the U. S. Public Health Service. 
Today, there are more Americans and each 
discards about five pounds of trash daily. 
Every minute of the day. the agency re­ 
ports. some 251 tons of garbage and rubbish 
are produced. A little arithmetic shows that 
piled together at day’s end it amounts to 
362.000 tons. By year's end it is a w hopping 
150-million-ton mountain of trash. 
Further, health and sanitation officials pre 
diet that each American will be producing a 
ton of garbage per year by 1980. Astounding? 
Perhaps, but not to the housewives, garbage- 
•£* men. community officials, and health agencies 
'** across the land already being plagued bv the 
growing rubbish heap' 
In a nutshell, the problem is too much 
garbage, not enough collectors, and difficult\ 
in disposing of that which is collected. 
“The well-known capacity of the modern 
city to drown in s e w a g e is more than 
matched by its talent for smothering under a 


blanket of garbage and refuse,” reports the 
journal of the U.S. Public Health Service. 
The volume of s o l i d waste has grown 
more rapidly than the population. At the 
same time, a v a i l a b l e economic space for 
waste disposal has declined. The consequence 
is that the garbage can. refuse pile and junk 
heap have moved out of the individual back 
>ard, garbage or attic into the public arena. 
The private nuisance has become a major 
public charge.” 
The nuisance has already become a major 
charge in some of our largest cities. Atlanta, 
for example, had its hands full last summer. 
Its million residents seemed to be tossing 
away trash faster than the city's 1,000 col- 
lectors could haul it off. The daily discard 
amounted to 1,350 tons of garbage and 500 
truckloads of trash. 
To help combat the problem, the city sani­ 
tary department began using prisoners and 
hiring college and high school students to 
work as garbagemen. 


The biggest problem seems to be in find­ 
ing a place for the rubbish once it has been 
collected. Current disposal methods in many 
communities are being pushed to the limit 
and show indications of being unable to 
handle the increased volume expected. 
Two West Coast cities, Seattle and San 
Francisco, are but two of those looking for 
more d u m p i n g space. Seattle has been 
searching the last five years. San Francisco 
got the bad news more recently when near­ 
by Brisbane decided not to renew the city's 
dumping rights off Brisbane shores. 
A national conference seeking means to 
handle the garbage problem was told last 
year that San Francisco would discard so 
much rubbish by the year 2000 that it could 
cover 50 square miles and stand 20 feet high. 
The city, obviously, has troubles.

basic techniques to stay ahead of the rising 
wastepile. T h e y are incineration, sanitarv 
landfill and composting. The first involves 
burning the refuse in closed containers. A 
sanitary landfill is merely buried garbage. 
Composting is a process quickening natural 
decomposition by artificial means. Yet none 
of these, say the experts, can topple the 
growing mountain of trash. 


There are still other problems in the garb­ 
age gap and they are political. They include 
getting s m a l l e r communities together to 
establish joint disposal systems, convincing 
politicians in some communities that thev 
must charge their taxpayers for refuse col­ 
lection. and convincing the taxpavers them­ 
selves that the “free” collection * they now 
get actually is financed by their general taxes 
in most cases. 
The cost to rid homes and communities of 
garbage is considerable. It is based on the 


type of service the community provides, the 
type disposal equipment in use and the mile­ 
age to disposal sites. Annual cost to some 
communities is as low as $2.50 a ton for garb­ 
age and refuse disposal. It costs others as 
high as $18 a ton. Collection and transporta­ 
tion account for 85 per cent of the tab. 
“The annual outlay by our communities 
for public collection and disposal services In 
1964,” reports the Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare, 
“was 
over $1.5 
billion— exceeded o n l y by community ex­ 
penditures for schools and roads. In addi­ 
tion, it has been estimated that annual ex­ 
penditures for private sanitation services 
(industry and the like) are over $1 billion.” 
That’s the problem posed by the “garbage 
gap.” What's the solution? There does not 
seem to be one at present, but health and 
sanitation men propose extensive research 
and broader education for engineers to help 
find an answer.

KENNETT—The U.S. Office 
of Education has approved a 
Dunklin County instructional 
materials center sponsored by 
the Campbell school district 
with a grant of $156,200 the 
first two years.

MALDEN — Round two of the 
cable television controversy 
was waged Monday night as the 
city council voted 6-2 to over­ 
ride Mayor R. J. Dirk's veto 
of March 28. 
The council on March 28 voted 
4-3 to award a cable televi­ 
sion franchise to Malden Cable- 
vision System, Inc. 
Mayor Dirks vetoed the action. 
He said that he took the action 
for two reasons: (1) That three 
of the five-man committee of the 
City Council appointed to inves­ 
tigate and study the proposals 
of the two companies thought 
that J. C. Barnard and As­ 
sociates had a better proposal; 
(2) J. c. Barnard and Associ­ 
ates offered the City of Malden 
a one per cent higher commis­ 
sions on sales and fifty cents 
more per each utility pole used. 
Mayor Dirks said at the time 
of the veto that if the council's 
decision was allowed to stand 
that it would cost the city an 
estimated $1,000 per year in 
revenue. 
Two members of the council, 
who had 
previously 
voted 
against awarding the franchise 
to Malden CATV* voted with 
four other members to over­ 
ride the mayor's veto. 
They were Harold Fleming in 
ward n and Roy McElrath in 
ward m. 
The motion to override the 
veto was made by outgoing 
Councilman Tom Clark of Ward 
IV and seconded by outgoing 
Councilman Ira Greene of Ward 
I. Both men had been openly op­ 
posed by Mayor Dirks in their 
bid for re-election to the city 
council. 
Councilmen D. W. McMilllan 
and Leroy Evans also voted to 
override the veto. Opposing the 
action were Councilmen J. D. 
McMunn and Ray Haywood. 
An ordinance was then ap­ 
proved by a vote of 6-2 award­ 
ing the cable television fran­ 
chise to Malden Cablevislon 
System, Inc. 
Six members of the council 
signed the ordinance, but May­ 
or Dirks refused to sign it. 
Tension mounted, but the mayor 
said that he was going to take 
the matter under advisement 
before making a decision on 
whether or not he would sign it. 
Councilmen Clark, Fleming 
and McElrath walked out of 
the council meeting. 
Mayor Dirks said today that 
he has been advised that his 
veto of March 28 was not a 
veto of an ordinance, but a veto 
of a motion to award a fran­ 
chise. 
He 
said 
that 
since 
the 
ordinance was not passed until 


April 11 that he has the au­ 
thority to veto the ordinance. 
He said that he has not made 
up his mind as to what action 
he will take. 
Two petitions were presented 
to the city council in regard to 
daylight saving time. 
One petition favored it and one 
opposed it. 
After discussion the Council 
voted to abide by the decision of 
the people made at the polls on 
April 5. The public vote was 675 
in favor and 685 opposed. 
A group of homeowners on 
Stokelan Drive presented a peti­ 
tion to the council opposing the 
installation of large utility poles 
in front of their homes. The 
Council then voted to hold up 
erection of the poles until the 
Board of Public Works can re­ 
route them. 
Four new Council members 
elected on April 5 were given 
the oath of office after the out­ 
going council had completed old 
business matters. 
Taking the oath of office were 
George Hampton in Ward I, 
Bill Downs in Ward H, Rex West 
in Ward HI and Mart Bostic in 
Ward IV. Other members of the 
Council are D. W. McMilllan in 
Ward I, Leroy Evans in Ward 
II, Ray Haywood in Ward m, 
and J. D. McMunn in Ward IV. 
J. D. McMunn, senior mem­ 
ber of the council, was elected 
chairman of the board. 
In other business matters the 
Council accepted ownership of 
a Ford station wagon from Joe 
Brasher to be used as a Wel­ 
come Wagon; passed a recom­ 
mendation to the Local Housing 
Authority to erect the low rent 
housing units at the Airport; re­ 
fused to accept the Meadowlark 
subdivision as part of the city 
until requirements are met; ap­ 
proved purchase of new badges 
for the police department; and 
approved resurfacing of Marlon 
Street from Main Street for two 
blocks south, Beckwith Street 
from Main to the fire station, 
and one block of Mason Street 
from Highway 25.

The acid test, so far as the Internal 
Revenue Service is concerned, is that postmark 
on the envelope. 
There has been some little confusion, for a 
few millions of taxpayers, brought on by a pos­ 
sible misconception of the effect of the highly 
publicized income tax reduction. Many find them­ 
selves owing the government when they thought 
it was going to be the other way around. We 
are told it is hoped that this will not happen 
again, and we are among those who so hope. 
If it is any consolation, there is no law against 
a return being accompanied by a strong letter 
of protest. It may not result in any monetary 
gain, but it might, for some, help blow off a 
little of the steam of frustration. 
At any rate, for the cheerful and the frustrated 
alike, the returns must be in by midnight. The 
deadline has arrived. 
This is it, men. And women.

One of the weaknesses of driver-license laws 
in most states is the ease with which a driver 
can reclaim his suspended license. He merely 
pleads that he needs his license to make a living 
and it is likely to be returned to him without 
further ado. 
Thus are dangerous drivers unleashed on the 
public. 
Our ire was ignited by a bit of blatant brag­ 
gadocio by the president of a Chicago taxi 
cab union.

A few states avoid the return of full license 
privileges to suspended-license drivers by per­ 
mitting them to drive only on certain roads at 
certain hours. Sounds like a good idea. We’re 
for it.

SECOND AMENDMENT REPEAL IS SOUGHT 
The U. S. Constitution provides the means for 
change whenever one is needed. At the same 
time, this great document is specific and firm 
regarding areas that should not be changed. 


It is fitting that the first ten amendments to 
the Constitution are called the Bill of Rights, 
because they spell out in clear language the 
rights that we as a free people hold to be basic 
and fundamental to our liberty. 
The wording of the Second Amendment could 
not be clearer: “ . . .the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be infringed.” 
Within hours after the slaying of our late 
President, a certain self-seeking element moved 
in swiftly. Its objective was to make political 
capital out of one of the great tragedies of 
our time. 
Some of the tactics are by now familiar to 
many of us, others are not so well known. 
While the nation was still in its first state of 
shock, much damage was done by charges 
based upon emotional appeal and hasty judg­ 
ment. Although charges were false, much of 
the damage that was done in just a few days 
will take months to correct. 
An example was the Voice of America report 
that flashed to countries behind the Iron Curtain 
when only the flim siest of information was known. 
The Voice referred to the locale of the tragedy 
as one of ‘‘well-known Right-Wing extrem ism .” 
Bear in mind that the Voice of America has 
as its stated purpose the portrayal of the truth, 
as well as the ‘‘image,” of this country. The 
implication was as plain as it was hasty. The 
reference to Dallas was grist for the mills 
of communist propaganda; the communists could 
have hoped for nothing more suitable to their 
purpose. 
A protest was made, and under pressure from 
those who insisted upon the truth, the VOA 
broadcasts began to omit the statement in later 
programs. The VOA pointed out that the refer­ 
ence was omitted 11 minutes after it was first 
made, but in that eleven minutes, the damage 
was done. 
There was another example of extreme damage 
done after the tragedy. 
This occurred when it was suggested that, 
since the President was slain with gunfire, the 
Second Amendment of the Constitution which 
guarantees the right of the people to bear arms 
be repealed. Again, it was mentioned only briefly, 
injected here and there in the comments of 
the newscasters, but it does not take long to 
plant a seed. It may seem harmless, and to some, 
even reasonable. But the meaning of it goes 
dangerously beyond the suggestion. 
Shortly before the German invasion of France, 
there was a successful move to require every 
citizen to register personal firearms with the 
authorities. 
When the German Army over­ 
whelmed France, the Gestapo took the registra­ 
tion lists and confiscated all personal weapons. 
The right to keep arms touches many segments 
of our national life. Sportsmen and hunters would 
be deprived of the liberty to engage in their 
chosen pastimes or avocations. Certain sports 
organizations have gone on record as opposing 
any denial of the constitutional right to keep 
arms. 
The basic reason a citizen keeps a gun is to pro­ 
tect his family and his property against crime and 
violence. This protection has been denied in 
every fascist and communist country through 
disarmament--through the same plan which a 
certain self-seeking element is now pushing in 
this country. To take away a man’s freedom 
to protect and defend his life, family and property 
would substantially reduce his personal liberty.

NEW YORK (AP) —One of 
the unsolved problems of the 
"G reat Society** is what to do 
about suburbanites. 
At present they don't quite fit 
into either the government's 
antipoverty or foreign aid pro­ 
gram s, but certainly something 
needs to be done to help them. 
Life is getting too tough for 
them out there on the farthest 
rim of civilization. 
They fled to the suburbs origi­ 
nally to escape the poisoned air 
and 
crowded 
clutter of the 
cities. They thought they would 
find health of body and peace of 
mind away from the human 
herd. 
But it hasn't worked out that 
way. Show me a suburbanite 
and 1*11 show you an ambulant 
neurosis, a man overwhelmed 
by an environment beyond his 
ability to cope with. 
Let us consider Ronald Halfa­ 
cre, a typical suburbanite. He is 
a horizontal yo-yo who rides a 
train five mornings a week to 
his job in the city, and rides 
home five evenings a week to a 
mortgage-covered cottage in the 
suburbs that looks like it had 
been cut out of cardboard by a 
child with a rusty pair of scis­ 
so rs. 
Ronald is 35 and looks 50. His 
thinning hair is whitening fast, 
his eyes are feverish, his face 
twitches, and he smokes four 
packs of cigarettes a day. 
What nas made Ronald old 
before his time are those long 
weekends in the suburbs. They 
a re simply more than human 
flesh can bear.

suburban weekend is an

U.S. Marines. If you have the 
idea that suburbanites spend 
their weekends listening to the 
birds, forget it. All they hear is 
the bats in their belfry. 
Ronald 
never 
stops 
going 
from the time he steps off his 
train Friday night until his wea­ 
ry wife shovels his limp frame 
aboard the 8:12 express Monday 
morning. 
What does he do? Ronald par­ 
ties until nearly dawn, then gets 
up and paints and scrapes walls 
and plants beans and fights 
crab 
grass 
and asphyxiates 
himself burning hot dogs in a 
backyard pit and parties some 
more and stays up until dawn 
again and drives the kids to the 
beach and parties at the Coun­ 
try Club and parties at the 
neighbors; paints the crab grass 
and fights the walls, and parties 
some 
more, 
and 
yackety- 
yackety-yaks, 
and before he 
knows it, Monday dawn is shin­ 
ing and he is lying there in bed 
sweating and silently scream ­ 
ing. 
Multiply his problem 30 mil­ 
lion times and you can see why 
this is a problem that requires 
government action. Only the 
government is big enough to 
deal with it.

American subur­ 
banites probably will go the way 
of the dodo and the dinosaur.

Mob Moving In on Unions 
Amid Gunfire and Looting. 
Washington, D. C.: — Many a 
labor leader did not laugh when 
he sat down to thumb through 
the book of resolutions passed 
at the recent national 
labor 
convention. 
On Page 73, the book says, 
"General extortion is not an 
effective method of organizing 
today." The word should have 
been "exhortation.” 
Newsmen 
live 
with 
typo­ 
graphical erro rs. Labor lead- 
ers don't. Not these days any­ 
way. 
And they did not think 
it 
funny. It was rather 
grim. 
They know 
the mob is doing 
business now as usual. 
At least three union chiefs 
have been shot down in the past 
few months. Two are dead. Bul­ 
lets have been pumped into the 
homes of others. 
In labor circles threats are 
as common as $50 banquet tick­ 
ets. Two tough ex-convicts are 
trying to muscle their way back 
into St.Louis construction trade 
unions. 
An investigatory grand jury 
now sitting hush-hush in 
New 
Jersey has run into what it be­ 
lieves to be evidence of garden 
variety shop stewards with a 
"take" of some $70,000 annual­ 
ly. 
Another grand jury has ques­ 
tioned a very tough labor lead­ 
er in Chicago over his alleged 
sale of a prize fighter. 
Still another 
union officer 
brought into the Chicago probe 
is a friend of Sam Giancana, 
usually referred to by witnesses 
before Congressional commit­ 
tees as the boss of the 19 men 
who rule Chicago's crim e syndi­ 
cate. 
Reports on the mob read like 
paper-covered books on 
the 
Chicago of the early thirties 
when A1 Capone was running 
gaudy banquets and gargantuan 
funerals. 
Small wonder there are shots 
being heard around the 
labor 
world - in New York, northern 
New Jersey, Cleveland, Chi­ 
cago, Las Vegas and San Fran­ 
cisco. Labor's national 
lead­ 
ers more and more have be- 
come 
absorbed 
with 
the 
enormity of administering a 
national and international move­ 
ment amid the tensions of new 
war years. 
Suddenly, tne echoing fusil, 
ades have awakened them to a 
mighty grim realization: The 
record shows that there are — 
as if dictated by some immut­ 
able, natural law — sweeping 
Congressional crim e investiga­ 
tions about every five 
years. 
By this gauge a new probe is 
about due. 
No one really knows how they 


start. But they do. And this 
time the labor men, unless they 
move swiftly 
to police them­ 
selves again, will have 
still 
other headaches. 
Reports 
from 
the 
Labor 
Dept.'s Office of Labor-Man- 
agement and Welfare Pension 
Reports disclose that money 
totaling in the millions is being 
embezzled or misused by hun­ 
dreds of local union officials. 
This phenomenon is virtually 
unobserved by the public since 
the amounts are small. But they 
add up. 
The stolen money is grab- 
bagged in sums ranging from 
five hundred to ten thousand 
dollars. Most of the mulcted 
money comes from unions ra re ­ 
ly identified with chiseling or 
mob activity. 
Thus, the reports 
disclose 
that a Boston bakery and confec­ 
tionery w orkers' local 
was 
clipped for $5,104.70; an D- 
linois barbers' local and 
its 
state council were taken for 
$6,272.15; an electrical work­ 
ers* unit in Cleveland, 
was 
robbed of $1,023.22; and a flint 
glass workers' local in W. Va. 
lost money, too. 
There 
are scores of 
such 
cases — and others involving 
officials of unions which have 
been there before •• such 
as 
Alex Di Brizzi, a Staten Island 
longshoreman who was recent­ 
ly indicted on charges of em­ 
bezzling $3,000 of his union's 
funds. 
But the saddest case of all is 
that of a form er secretary- 
treasurer of Lodge No. 705, 
Maintenance 
of 
Way Em­ 
ployees' Union in New Je r­ 
sey. 
He got a suspended sentence 
on a conviction for embezzling 
$3,609. He dipped into 
the 
treasury because he had been 
dipping into a bottle too much. 
The judge put him on proba- * 
tion for five years -• on con­ 
dition that he join Alcoholics 
Anonymous and make restitu­ 
tion. 
But 
the most discouraging 
commentary 
of all 
on 
the 
thievery is the nonchalance of 
the rank and file. Under 
the 
Landrum - Griffin 
Act, 
the 
members of 53,000 local, state 
and national labor organiza­ 
tions can 
examine the books 
of their organizations. 
Yet, only 21,500 members 
bothered to pay a few pennies 
for copies of these records 
which the Labor Dept, will glad­ 
ly dispatch. This shows that 
less than an average of one 
member in two unions was suf­ 
ficiently interested to write a 
letter. 
If they are not interested, the 
public 
will be. And rightfully 
so.

Postm aster 
General, 
L arry 
O'Brien, who long served 
as 
Kennedy's and Johnson's No. 1 
lobbyist on Capitol Hill. L arry 
is still spending about half his 
time not on the mail but 
on 
herding 
dissident Democrats 
into line. 
There is nothing new about 
this. Big Jim Farley, one of 
the more famous postm asters 
general, also spent a large part 
of his time on Capitol Hill. This 
was one reason FDR's legisla­ 
tive program passed congress. 
One of O'Brien's most note­ 
worthy achievements was in re­ 
versing the previous adverse 
vote against 
rent subsidies. 
Last year LBJ lost his attempt 
to 
put 
across 
government 
subsidies to help slum area poor 
people pay their rents. 
Many 
congressmen consider this so­ 
cialistic. 
However, 
thanks 
to L arry 
O'Brien's 
persuasive 
Irish 
charm plus his agility in but­ 
tonholing congressmen, about 
50 votes switched to pass this 
provision this year. 
Note: Rep. Aspinall, 
who 
started as a breath of fresh 
air from the Colorado Rockies, 
has now settled down to 
be a 
plodding, methodical defender 
of certain big lobbies. He*s 
leaned 
toward the oil com­ 
panies regarding 
Shale Oil, 
and will not budge regarding 
accelerated hearings to pre­ 


serve the California redwood 
trees before the lumber com­ 
panies make new inroads on 
California's stately forests. 
As you well know, sometimes 
it takes a considerable period 
for a newspaper story to be 
vindicated. You 
will be 
in­ 
terested 
therefore 
in some 
recent 
developments

bear out important charges car­ 
ried in the Washington Merry- 
Go-Round. 
ON DECEMBER 11, 1965 - 
Jack Anderson carried a 
re­ 
vealing follow up on the Yar­ 
mouth Castle disaster, 
in 
which he reported that a great 
many vessels were failing 
to 
conform to the 
coast guard 
minimum safety standards. He 
listed some of these 
foreign 
vessels, including the Viking 
Princess which sailed under 
the Norwegian flag. 
Few 
recent columns have 
evoked so much reader pro­ 
test as this one. And Drew 
Pearson's office has been busy 
answering 
mail 
ever since. 
However, 
last 
week, unfor­ 
tunately the Viking Princess 
caught fire, two passengers died 
and the ship itslef was an al­ 
most total wreck. 
ON JUNE 
14, 1950 - Pear­ 
son exposed the wiretapping of 
Washington 
Police 
L t. Joe 
Shimon, who was hired by Sen. 
Owen Brewster of Maine and

16,1953-T heW ash­ 
ington Merry-Go-Round exposed 
the term s of a contract between 
the government and the Hanna 
Nickel Company signed 
by 
George Humphrey's son Gilbert 
only four days before his fath­ 
er 
entered 
Eiswnhower’s 
cabinet. The contract was for 
the mining of nickel in Oregon 
and provided that the federal 
government would loan the Han­ 
na company $25 million to build 
a plant and then would buy 125 
million pounds of nickel for 
20 cents a pound, which meant 
a profit of around $19 million. 
The 
government 
also paid 
Humphrey's company 
an an- 
ual $100,000 to operate 
the 
plant, plus various other bene­ 
fits. 
The senate did not get around 
to unearthing these fccts until 
August 1962, nine years later, 
and the government did not sue 
to 
collect 
overcharges until 
Nov. 8, 1963. This week 
the 
Hanna Mining Company scandal 
was finally settled with a pay­ 
ment of $241,798, bringing to a 
total of more than $500,000 the 
amount paid for overcharges un­ 
der this contract.

Today is the deadline for filing the return on 
your 1965 incom e. The papers must be in the 
post office by midnight tonight. And if a payment 
is indicated, they had better be accompanied 
by a check. 
Those who have put off their figuring until the 
last minute have a rough day ahead of them. 
But the rule applies to all, rich, poor, borrowing 
or broke. The acid test, so far as the Internal 
Revenue Service is concerned, is that postmark 
on the envelope. 
There has been some little confusion, for a 
few m illions of taxpayers, brought on by a pos­ 
sible misconception of the effect of the highly 
publicized income tax reduction. Many find them­ 
selves owing the government when they thought 
it was going to be the other way around. We 
are told it is hoped that this w ill not happen 
again, and we are among those who so hope. 
If it is any consolation, there is no law against 
a return being accompanied by a strong letter 
of protest. It may not result in any monetary 
gain, but it might, for som e, help blow off a 
little of the steam of frustration.

One of the w eaknesses of driver-licen se laws 
in most states is the ease with which a driver 
can reclaim his suspended licen se. He merely 
pleads that he needs his license to make a living 
and it is likely to be returned to him without 
further ado. 
Thus are dangerous drivers unleashed on the 
public. 
Our ire was ignited by a bit of blatant brag­ 
gadocio by the president of a Chicago taxi 
cab union. Quoth he: “ When a d r iv e ls license 
is suspended for three moving traffic viola­ 
tions, we go right over to the Secretary of 
State’s office and get a ‘hardship* license so 
the driver can go back to work and earn a 
living.** 
The dangerous driver also can resum e the 
roughhouse tactics for which his license was 
suspended. 
Most people fight like cornered wolves to re­ 
cover their lost licenses. If they don’t succeed 
in badgering public officials into returning 
them, 
som e people drive without licenses. 
We think no person who has broken so many 
traffic laws that the state has suspended his 
license should have his full driving privileges 
restored. After all, he knew that his license 
would be suspended if he continued his lawless 
driving. 
A few states avoid the return of full license 
privileges to suspended-license drivers by per­ 
mitting them to drive only on certain roads at 
certain hours. Sounds like a good idea. We’re 
for it.

SECOND AMENDMENT REPEAL IS SOUGHT 
The U. S. Constitution provides the means for 
change whenever one is needed. At the same 
tim e, this great document is specific and firm 
regarding areas that should not be changed. 


It is fitting that the fir st ten amendments to 
the Constitution are called the Bill of Rights, 
because they spell out in clear language the 
rights that we as a free people hold to be basic 
and fundamental to our lib erty. 
The wording of the Second Amendment could 
not be clearer: 
. .the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms sh all not be infringed.** 
Within hours after the slaying of our late 
President, a certain self-seek in g elem ent moved 
in sw iftly. Its objective w as to make political 
capital out of one of the great tragedies of 
our tim e. 
Some of the tactics are by now fam iliar to 
many of us, others are not so well known. 
While the nation was still in its first state of 
shock, 
much damage w as 
done by charges 
based upon emotional appeal and hasty judg­ 
ment. Although charges w ere false, much of 
the damage that was done in just a few days 
w ill take months to correct. 
An exam ple was the V oice of America report 
that flashed to countries behind the Iron Curtain 
when only the flimsiest of information was known. 
The V oice referred to the locale of the tragedy 
as one of “ well-known Right-W ing extrem ism .’* 
Bear in mind that the V oice of America has 
as its stated purpose the portrayal of the truth, 
as w ell a s the “ image,** of this country. The 
im plication was as plain as it was hasty. The 
reference to Dallas was g rist for the m ills 
of communist propaganda; the communists could 
have hoped for nothing m ore suitable to their 
purpose. 
A protest was made, and under pressure from 
those who insisted upon the truth, the VOA 
broadcasts began to omit the statement in later 
program s. The VOA pointed out that the refer­ 
ence w as omitted l l m inutes after it was first 
made, but in that eleven m inutes, the damage 
was done. 
There w as another exam ple of extrem e damage 
done after the tragedy. 
This occurred when it was suggested that, 
since the Ihresident was slain with gunfire, the 
Second Amendment of the Constitution which 
guarantees the right of the people to bear arms 
be repealed. Again, it was mentioned only briefly, 
injected here and there in the comments of 
the newscasters, but it does not take long to 
plant a seed. It may seem harmless, and to some, 
even reasonable. But the meaning of it goes 
dangerously beyond the suggestion. 
Shortly before the German invasion of Franee, 
there w as a successful m ove to require every 
citizen to register personal firearm s with the 
authorities. 
When the German Army over­ 
whelmed France, the Gestapo took the registra­ 
tion lists and confiscated all personal weapons. 
The right to keep arms touches many segm ents 
of our national life. Sportsmen and hunters would 
be deprived of the liberty to engage in their 
chosen pastimes or avocations. Certain sports 
organizations have gone on record as opposing 
any denial of the constitutional right to keep 
arm s. 
The b a sic reason a citizen keeps a gun is to pro­ 
tect h is family and his property against crim e and 
violence. This protection has been denied in 
every fascist and communist country through 
d isarm am ent—through the sam e plan which a 
certain self-seek in g elem ent is now pushing in 
this country. To take away a man’s freedom 
to protect a n d defend his life, family and property 
would substantially reduce his personal liberty.

Mob Moving In on Unions 
Amid Gunfire and Looting. 
Washington, D. CU - Many a 
labor leader did not laugh when 
he sat down to thumb through 
the book of resolutions passed 
at the recent national 
labor 
convention. 
On Page 73, the book says, 
“ General extortion is not an 
effective method of organizing 
today.** The word should have 
been “ exhortation.** 
Newsmen 
live with typo­ 
graphical errors. Labor lead­ 
ers don’t. Not these days any­ 
way. 
And they did not think 
it 
funny. It was rather 
grim. 
They know 
the mob is doing 
business now as usual. 
At least three union chiefs 
have been shot down in the past 
few months. Two are dead. Bul­ 
lets have been pumped Into the 
homes of others. 
In labor circles threats are 
as common as $50 banquet tick­ 
ets. Two tough ex-convicts are 
trying to muscle their way back 
into St.Louis construction trade 
unions. 
An investigatory grand Jury 
now sitting hush-hush in New 
Jersey has run into what it be­ 
lieves to be evidence of garden 
variety shop stewards with a 
“take” of some $70,000annual­ 
ly.Another grand Jury has ques­ 
tioned a very tough labor lead­ 
er In Chicago over his alleged 
sale of a prize fighter. 
Still another 
union officer 
brought into the Chicago probe 
is a friend of Sam Giancana, 
usually referred to by witnesses 
before Congressional commit­ 
tees as the boss of the 19 men 
who rule Chicago’s crime syndi­ 
cate. 
Reports on the mob read like 
paper-covered books on 
the 
Chicago of the early thirties 
when Al Capone was running 
gaudy banquets and gargantuan 
funerals. 
Small wonder there are shots 
being heard around the labor 
world — In New York, northern 
New Jersey, Cleveland, Chi­ 
cago, Las Vegas and San Fran­ 
cisco, Labor's national 
lead­ 
ers more and more have be­ 
come 
absorbed with 
the 
enormity of administering a 
national and international move­ 
ment amid the tensions of new 
war years. 
Suddenly, the echoing fusil- 
ados have awakened them to a 
mighty grim realization: Tile 
record shows that there are - 
as lf dictated by tome Immut­ 
able, natural law — sweeping 
Congressional crime investiga. 
tions about every five 
years. 
By this gauge a new probe is 
about due. 
No (me really knows how they 


start. But they do. And this 
time the labor men, unless they 
move swiftly to police them* 
selves again, will have still 
other headaches. 
Reports 
from 
the 
Labor 
Depths Office of Labor-Man* 
agement and Welfare Pension 
Reports disclose that money 
totaling in the millions is being 
embezzled or misused by hun* 
dreds of local union officials. 
This phenomenon is virtually 
unobserved by the public since 
the amounts are snail. But they 
add up. 
The stolen money is grab* 
bagged In sums ranging from 
five hundred to ten thousand 
dollars. Most of the mulcted 
money comes from unions rare* 
ly identified with chiseling or 
mob activity. 
Thus, the reports disclose 
that a Boston bakery and confec­ 
tionery workers' local 
was 
clipped for $5,104.70; an ll* 
limas barbers’ local and its 
state council were taken for 
$6,272.15; an electrical work* 
ers* unit in Cleveland, 
was 
robbed of $1,023.22; and a flint 
glass workers' local In W. Va. 
lost money, too. 
There 
are scores of such 
cases — and others involving 
officials of unions which lave 
been there before — a* ti 
as 
Alex DI Brizz!, a Staten Island 
longshoreman who was recent* 
ly indicted on charges of em­ 
bezzling $3,000 of his union's 
funds. 
But the saddest case of all is 
Hat of a former secretary- 
treasurer of Lodge No. 705, 
Maintenance 
of 
Way Em* 
ployees* Union in New Jer­ 
sey. 
He got a suspended sentence 
on a conviction for embezzling 
$3,609. He dipped into 
the 
treasury because he lad been 
dipping into a bottle too much. 
The Judge put him on proba* 
tion for five years — on con* 
dition that he Join Alcoholics 
Anonymous and make restitu- 
. tion. 
But the most discouraging 
commentary of all 
on 
the 
thievery Is the nonchalance of 
the rank and file. Under the 
Landrum - Griffin 
Act, the 
members of 53,000 local, state 
and national labor organiza­ 
tions can 
eia mine the books 
of their organizations. 
Yet, only 21,500 members 
bothered to pay a few pennies 
for copies of these records 
which the Labor Dept, will glad, 
ly dispatch. This shows that 
less than an average of one 
member in two unions was suf­ 
ficiently Interested to write a 
letter. 
If they are not interested, the 
public 
will t>e. And rightfully 
so.

ON OCT.16,1953-TheWash- 
ington Merry-Go-Kuund exposed 
the terms of a contract between 
the government and the Hanna 
Nickel Company signed 
by 
George Humphrey's son Gilbert

Eiswnhower*s 
cabinet. The contract was for 
the mining of nickel in Oregon 
and provided that the federal 
government would loan the Han­ 
na company $25 million to build 
a plant and then would buy 125 
million pounds of nickel for 
20 cents a pound, which meant 
a profit of around $19 million.

He cars not for wet games, tough decisions, 
screaming coaches and irate fans. 
An official is a wonderful creature. You can 
criticize him but you can’t intimidate him. You 
can question his judgment but not his honesty. 
He is the symbol of fair play, integrity and 
sportsmanship. He is a hard-working, alert, 
determined individual who is making a great 
contribution to the American way of life through 
athletics—Peter Billick, Rochester, New York.

The majority overturned the 
m inister's 
conviction 
for 
breach of the peace on the 
ground that there was a “ com­ 
plete absence of evidence” that 
the conduct might have resulted 
in such a breach, although ac­ 
cording to the testimony the 
majority 
quoted, 
the loud 
demonstration by Negroes in 
front of white onlookers, and 
the exhortation of them to en­ 
gage in “ sit-in” tactics, was 
making these onlookers angry. 
The conviction for obstructing 
a public passage caused the 
Court more difficulty. M r.jus- 
tice Goldberg had to admit that 
the Constitution does not give 
anyone 
the 
right to 
hold a 
demonstration at any place and 
at any time. He noted: “ Nor 
could one, contrary to traffic 
regulations, insist upon a street 
meeting in the middle of Times 
Square at the rush hour as a 
form of freedom of speech or 
assembly.” But he ruled that 
the Louisiana statute was in­ 
valid because the police had 
discretion to give perm its for 
public parades and demonstra­ 


tions. To this Justices White 
and Harlan replied; 
“ Under 
the Court’s 
broad, 
rather uncritical approach, it 
would seem unavoidable that 
these 
same 
demonstrations 
could have met in the middle 
of any street during the rush 
hour 
or could have extended 
their meeting at any location 
hour after hour, day after day, 
without risking any action under 
this statute for interfering with 
the normal use of the streets 
and sidewalks. I doubt that this 
bizarre 
intrusion into 
local 
management of public streets 
is either required or justified 
by the prior 
cases in this 
Court.” 
Furtherm ore, even if the ob­ 
struction 
statute, 
because of 
prior permission granted to 
others, could not be applied in 
this case so as to prevent the 
demonstration, 
it does not 
necessarily follow that the Fed­ 
eral license to use the streets 
is unlimited as to time and 
circumstance. 
Two thousand 
people took possession of the 
sidewalk in an entire city block. 
Building 
entrances 
were 
blocked and normal use of the 


sidewalk was impossible. If the 
crowd was entitled to obstruct 
in order to demonstrate as the 
Court holds, it is nevertheless 
unnecessary to hold that the 
demonstration and the obstruc­ 
tion could continue ad infinitum. 
Here the demonstration was 
permitted to proceed for the 
period of time that the demon­ 
strators had requested. When 
they were asked todisband, Cox 
twice refused. If he could re­ 
fuse at this point I think he 
could refuse at any later time 
as well.

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TACKLING THE 
GARBAGE GAP

NEW YORK— (NEA)—As if the American 
housewife didn't have enough worries, there 
now looms another problem to test her 
household management skills — a growing 
garbage pile. 
Don't rush out and buy another garbage 
can immediately, but it could become a 
necessity should the “garbage gap" come to 
the kitchen. 
It will be in the form of disposable boxes, 
throwaway b o t t l e s , and fancy packaged 
cartons containing convenience foods — all 
atop your normal daily trash discard of tin 
cans, p o t a t o p e e l s , meat scraps, coffee 
grounds, and the like. 
The garbage gap stems from the nation's 
growing population and growing prosperity. 
Twenty years ago. the average American 
discarded about two pounds of refuse daily, 
according the the U. S. Public Health Service. 
Today, there are more Americans and each 
discards about five pounds of trash daily. 
Every m inute of the day. the agency re­ 
ports. some 251 tons of garbage and rubbish 
are produced. A little arithmetic shows that 
piled together at day's end it am ounts to 
362.000 tons. By year's end it is a whopping 
150-million-ton mountain of trash. 
Further, health and sanitation officials pre­ 
dict that each American will be producing a 
ton of garbage per year by 1980. A stounding0 
Perhaps. but not to the housewives, garbage- 
men. community officials, and health agencies 
across the land already being plagued by the 
growing rubbish heap. 
In a nutshell, the problem is too much 
garbage, not enough collectors, and difficulty 
in disposing of that which is collected. 
“The well-known capacity of the modern 
city to drown in s e w a g e is more than 
matched by its talent for smothering under a 


blanket of garbage and refuse/' reports the 
journal of the U.S. Public Health Service. 
“The volume of s o l i d waste has grown 
more rapidly than the population. 
At the 
same time, a v a i l a b l e economic space for 
waste disposal has declined. The consequence 
is that the garbage can. refuse pile and junk 
heap have moved out of the individual back 
yard, garbage or attic into the public arena. 
The private nuisance has become a major 
public charge." 
The nuisance has already become a major 
charge in some of our largest cities. Atlanta, 
for example, had its hands full last summer. 
Its million residents seemed to be tossing 
away trash faster than the city's 1,000 col­ 
lectors could haul it off. The daily discard 
amounted to 1,350 tons of garbage and 500 
truckloads of trash. 
To help combat the problem, the city sani­ 
tary departm ent began using prisoners and 
hiring college and high school students to 
work as garbagemen. 


The biggest problem seems to be in find­ 
ing a place for the rubbish once it has been 
collected. Current disposal methods in many 
communities are being pushed to the limit 
and show indications of being unable to 
handle the increased volume expected. 
Two West Coast cities. Seattle and San 
Francisco, are but two of those looking for 
more d u m p i n g space. Seattle has been 
searching the last five years. San Francisco 
got the bad news more recently when near­ 
by Brisbane decided not to renew the city's 
dumping rights off Brisbane shores. 
A national conference seeking means to 
handle the garbage problem was told last 
year that San Francisco would discard so 
much rubbish by the year 2000 that it could 
cover 50 square miles and stand 20 feet high. 
The city, obviously, has troubles.

basic techniques to stay ahead of the rising 
wastepile. T h e y are incineration, sanitarv 
landfill and composting. The first involves 
burning the refuse in closed containers. A 
sanitary landfill is merely buried garbage. 
Composting is a process quickening natural 
decomposition by artificial means. Yet none 
of these, say the experts, can topple the 
growing mountain of trash. 


There are still other problems in the garb­ 
age gap and they are political. They include 
getting s m a l l e r communities together to 
establish joint disposal systems, convincing 
politicians in some communities that thev 
must charge their taxpayers for refuse col­ 
lection. and convincing the taxpayers them ­ 
selves that the “free” collection they now 
get actually is financed by their genera! taxes 
in most cases. 
The cost to rid homes and communities of 
garbage is considerable. It is based on the 


type of service the community provides, the 
type disposal equipment in use and the mile­ 
age to disposal sites. Annual cost to some 
communities is as low as $2.50 a ton for garb­ 
age and refuse disposal. It costs others as 
high as $18 a ton. Collection and transporta­ 
tion account for 85 per cent of the tab. 
“The annual outlay by our communities 
for public collection and disposal services in 
1964," reports the Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare, 
“was 
over $1.5 
billion— exceeded o n l y by community ex­ 
penditures for schools and roads. In addi­ 
tion, it has been estimated that annual ex­ 
penditures for private sanitation services 
(industry and the like) are over $1 billion.” 
That's the problem posed by the “garbage 
gap." What's the solution? There does not 
seem to be one at present, but health and 
sanitation men propose extensive research 
and broader education for engineers to help 
find an answer.

Many a young girl’s dream of 
becoming

A merlean beauty has turned Into 
a nightmare when she found 
herself growing too tall, tower­ 
ing over boys and girls her 
own age. Averting this heart­ 
break is now possible, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Robert B. Green- 
blatt, chairman of the depart­ 
ment of endocrinology at the 
Medical College of Georgia. 
Dr. Greenblatt told physicians 
attending a recent medical sym­ 
posium on the adolescent girl 
that over a five-year period he 
had 
successfully slowed the 
growth of 40 young girls who 
showed 
unmistakeable signs 
that they would be unusually 
tall women unless steps were 
taken. For an average of about 
two years the physician treated 
the 
girls with 
various hor­ 
mones, keeping the youngsters 
under close observation during 
that entire period. The therapy 
hastened the closure of the 
growing ends of the bones, thus 
slowing their growth. 
Such treatment is best begun, 
the doctor noted, when girls 
of only 11 and 12 have already 
reached a height of 5 feet 5 or 
more and have one parent who 
is over 6 feet tall. Bone X- 
rays will show whether growth 
will continue or whether it is 
substantially over. Of course, 
this treatment may not be suit­ 
able for all girls, and may not 
be effective for some. 
PAP SMEAR ESSENTIAL 
FOR WOMEN IN TWENTIES 
Since the sooner cervical can­ 
cer is detected the greater the 
chance it can be treated suc­ 
cessfully, three University of 
Miami School of Medicine phy­ 
sicians recommend that "P ap” 
sm ears be made part of the 
regular check-up of women in 
their twenties, as well as in 
older women. 
Dr. Dennis Cavanagh and as­ 
sociates reported in a recent 
issue 
of the Journal 
of the 
American Medical Association 
that almost 30 percent of young 
women in their twenties whose 
Pap sm ears indicated abnor­ 
mality proved to have cancer 
of the cervix. The doctors wrote 
that the truer incidence was 
probably closer to 40 percent 
since many women with sus­ 
picious sm ears failed to re ­ 
turn for additional checking. 
Every year about 14,000wom­ 
en die of this form of cancer. 
Yet such deaths could be re ­ 
duced 
drastically, according 
to the American Cancer So­ 
ciety, by widespread use of 
the Pap test for early detec­ 
tion.

The question suggested a 
comment by Sydney J. Harris 
concerning our use of what 
we assume to be facts. It is his 
contention that “a man will 
do the most outrageous viola­ 
tion to the facts w hen he is 
pontificating on social or po­ 
litical questions of high im­ 
portance, but when he is con­ 
versing lightly, he doggedly 
s t i c k s to the dull, literal, 
plain-as-your-nose truth. . . . 
Our imagination leaps uncon­ 
fined in those areas where it 
should be yoked to reality and 
sinks into the bog of hum or­ 
less recitation in those areas 
where it should cavort with 
gaiety and charm .” 
If you think that this isn’t 
par for the course, think of 
the conversations among your 
friends. Isn’t it true that “we 
compare golf scores with a 
scrupulous r e g a r d for the 
yardage of every dogleg on 
the c o u r s e and then argue 
about a school bond issue on 
the basis of feelings and pre­ 
conceptions that h a v e little 
relevance to the reality that 
confronts us?” 
The problem is an ancient 
one. In Jesus’ day th ere were 
those citizens who a c c u s e d 
him of being a traitor. “He 
stirreth up the people,” they’ 
shouted. Yesterday they may 
have been grum bling about 
taxes, but when this m an con­ 
fronted them, they w ere ready 
to insist: “We have no king 
but Caesar.” In th e ir situa­ 
tion. facts didn’t m atter un­ 
less they had to discuss the 
price of a pair of sandals or 
the debt from a game of dice. 
A man may read a sentence 
from Scripture and be willing 


to treat it with a measure of 
caution. This business of for­ 
giving one s e v e n t y times 
seven, for instance, or re tu rn ­ 
ing good for evil or heaping 
our e n e m y ’s h e a d w i t h 
prayers— all of this can be 
read in church but not treated 
seriously. Yet let s o m e o n e 
print a s t a t e m e n t which 
doubts the loyalty of a group 
or of some local or national 
leader and there are always 
numbers of otherwise intelli­ 
gent and com petent citizens 
who are ready to accept it as 
“Gospel tru th .” 
As Mr. H a r r i s indicates 
“Our values have been turned 
topsy-turvy. We seem to re­ 
spect the tru th only when it 
is not im portant and to en­ 
courage the imagination only 
when it is dangerous to do 
so.” It is as true that we use 
religion to answer scientific 
questions and try to use sci­ 
ence to answer religious ques­ 
tions. 
T h e ancient q u e s t i o n 
“What is tru th ? ” is as imper­ 
a t i v e in our day as it was 
when Pilate was confronted 
by Jesus. It ought not to be 
relegated to the large philo­ 
sophical areas; it is as real for 
our dinner conversations and 
our casual comments.

E i t h e r we meet the chal­ 
lenges of our time with a zest 
for truth or we are trapped by 
our own humorless emotions.

TACKLING THE 
GARBAGE GAP

NEW YORK—iNEA*—As if the American 
housewife didn't have enough worries, there 
now looms another problem to test her 
household management skills — a growing 
garbage pile 
Don't rush out and buy another garbage 
can immediately, but it could become a 
necessity should the garbage gap' come to 
the kitchen. 
It will be in the form of disposable boxes 
throwaway b o t t l e s , and fancy packaged 
cartons containing convenience foods — all 
atop your normal daily trash discard of tin 
cans, p o t a t o p e e l s , meat scraps, coffee 
grounds, and the like 
The garbage gap stems from the nation's 
growing population and growing prosperity 
Twent> years ago. the average American 
discarded about two pounds of refuse daily, 
according the the U. & Public Health Sen ice, 
Today, there are more Americans and each 
discards about the pounds of trash daily. 
Every minute of the day. the agency re­ 
ports. some 251 tons of garbage and rubbish 
are produced A little arithmetic shows that 
piled together at day s end it amounts to 
.162.000 tons. By year's end it is a whopping 
150-million-ton mountain of trash. 
Further, health and sanitation officials pre­ 
dict that each American will be producing a 
ton of garbage per year by 1980 Astounding** 
Perhaps, but not to the housewives, garbage- 
men. community officials, and health agencies 
across the land already being plagued by the 
growing rubbish heap 
In a nutshell, the problem is too much 
garbage, no! enough collectors, and difficulty 
in disposing of that which is collected 
The well known capacity of the modern 
city to drown in s e w a g e is more than 
matched by its talent for smothering under a 


blanket of garbage and refuse.'* reports the 
journal of the U S Public Health Service 
The volume of s o l i d waste has grown 
more rapidly than the population 
At the 
same time, a v a i l a b l e economic space for 
waste disposal has declined The consequence 
is that the garbage can. refuse pile and junk 
heap have moved out of the individual back 
yard, garbage or attic into the public arena 
The private nuisance has become a major 
public charge ** 
The nuisance has already become a major 
charge In some of our largest cities. Atlanta, 
for example, had its hands full last summer. 
Its million residents seemed to be tossing 
away trash faster than the city's l.fMto col 
lectors could haul it off. The daily discard 
amounted to 1.350 tons of garbage and 500 
truckloads of trash. 
To help combat the problem, the city sani­ 
tary department began using prisoners and 
hiring college and high school students to 
work as garnagemen 


The biggest problem seems to be in find­ 
ing a place for the rubbish once it has been 
collected Current disposal methods in mans 
communities are being pushed to the limit 
and show indications of being unable to 
handle the increased volume expected 
( Tw o West Coast cities. Seattle and San 
Francisco, are but two of those looking for 
more d u m p i n g space 
Seattle has been 
searching the last five years. San Francisco 
got the bad news more recently when near­ 
by Brisbane decided not to renew the city's 
dumping rights off Brisbane shores 
A national conference seeking means to 
handle the garbage problem was told last 
year that San Francisco would discard so 
much rubbish by the year 2000 that it could 
cover SO square miles and stand 20 feet high 
The city, odiously, has troubles,

basic techniques to stay ahead of the rising 
wastepile. T h e y are incineration, sanitary

A 
sanitary landfill is merely buried garbage 
('omposting is a process quickening natural 
decomposition by artificial means Yet none 
of these, say the experts, can topple the 
growing mountain of trash.

with a grant of $156,200 the 
first two years. 
The center will be in Kennett 
and will distribute audio-visual 
m aterials to 11 schools in the 
county and train teachers how to 
use the materials. 
Jack Lincoln, superintendent 
of the Campbell school sys­ 
tem , said that the grant is be­ 
ing secured under Title in of 
the secondary elementary act 
of 1965. 
This is the first time any 
Dunklin 
County 
schools have 
participated under Title m , ac­ 
cording to Lincoln. 
Lincoln noted that the project 
started when several superin­ 
tendents 
of 
schools 
from 
through out the county met to 
discuss what they believed to 
be among the most

needs of the area schools. The 
U.S. 
Office of Education had 
told them the project would 
have to be something exemplary 
and innovative.

A building will be rented in

prepared tapes costing $1,000; 
and 2,000 transparencies (used 
in overhead projectors), costing 
$4,000.

recorders and other equipment. 
Previewing machines will also 
be provided where teachers may 
come in on Saturdays and p re­ 
view their films for the follow­ 
ing week's program.
